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ABSTRACT 

Presented are detailed statistical tables shewing 
research and development (BSD) levels for the fiscal years 1979, 
1980, and 1961^ reported by 95 federal agencies in the 1979 March-Hay 
period. In the tables^ data for 1979 are considered to be actual: 
data for 1979 and 1990 are estimated. Historical data for the years 
1971-1981 are contained in an appendix^^ reflecting a current revision 
of prior-year data in order to enhance the reliability of the data. 
This document reports funding for all agencies with B&D programs* R&D 
totals are given in the tables in both outlays and obligations, and 
the BSD obligational data are distributed by character of work, 
performer, field of science, and federal BSD support by states. 
Research performed at universities and colleges by fields of science 
and B&D plant data are also provided. (CS)

The amounts reported for each year 
if this survey include the obligations

ess of the time the funds may have 
)een authorized » appropriated, or re- 
reived by an agency and regardless of 
vhetfaer or not the funds are identified 
n an agency's budget specifically for 
esearch, development, or R&D plant. 



In the tables, data for 1979 are con- 
sidered to be actual since they repre- 
sent virtually completed transactions. 
Data for 1980 and 1981 are estimated 
since they do not represent final ac- 
tions. Because the timing of the Federal 
Funds survey coincided with the sec- 
ond quarter of fiscal year 1980, the 
amounts reported for 1980 reflect 
congressional appropriation actions 
prior but not subsequent to this i/c?riod 
and they do not reflect later appropri- 
ation, apportionment, and reprogram- 
ming decisions. They do not reflect 
congressional action on proposed re- 
scissions. The amounts reported for 
1981 are subject to the whole cycle of 
congressional authorization and appro- 
priation actions and subsequent exec- 
utive apportionment. The effects of 
these actions will be reflected in later 
surveys and reports in this series. 

It is important to note that judgment 
must often be used by the agencies in 
classifying the data. Most R&D pro- 
grams have to be separated by respond- 
ents from larger programs since they 
are not identified as budget line items. 
Also, an element of respondent judg- 
ment is involved in decisions as to 
which areas constitute basic research, 
applied research, development, and 
variolis fields of science. 

Other limitations to the data should 
be noted. R&D plant data are under- 
stated because of the difficulty encoun- 
tered by some agencies in identifying 
R&D plant within contracts for research 
and development. The Department of 
Defense (DOD) can identify only lim- 
ited portions of R&D plant in contracts 



funded from the RDT&E appropriation. 
The National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) faces a similar 
problem in reporting R&D plant data. 

Despite the fact that the differences 
between the Federal Funds require- 
ments and the internal reporting sys- 
tems of many agencies often call for 
judgment, the reporting experience of 
most agencies and their interaction 
over the years with the National Sci- 
ence Foundation (NSF) staff have 
worked to enhance the reliability of the 
data. Sometimes revisions in reporting 
concepts are important enough to war- 
rant revisions of prior-year data by 
agencies. Therefore, only the historical 
data contained in appendix C (tables 
C-108 through C-128) should be used 
and not those in previously published 
appendix tables. 

The report. Federal Funds for Re- 
search and Development, Volume XXIX 
will be published at a later date. It will 
contain ^n analysis of the R&D portion 
of the 1981 Federal budget, comparing 
Federal R&D support with broader eco- 
nomic indicators and describing and 
anal3r2ing various aspects of current 
R&D programs. One portion of the re- 
port will be an R&D analysis by budget 
function. The report will provide a 
number of summary tables and charts 
but will not include the detailed statis- 
tical tables contained in this volume.

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technical notes 



scope and method 

During the March-May 1980 period 
a total of 39 Federal agencies and their 
subdivisions — 95 individual respond- 
ents — submitted data in response to 
the Annual Survey of Federal Funds 
for Research and Development Vol- 
ume XXIX, developed by the National 
Science Foundation (NSF) and distrib- 
uted in January 1980. In nearly all cases 
the data received from the agencies 
were in terms of obligations and out- 
lays incurred, or expected to be in- 
curred, regardless of when the funds 
were appropriated or whether they were 
identified in the respondents* budgets 
specifically for RM3 activities. The ex- 
ception was the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration (NASA), for 
which the same kinds of transactions 
were reported in terms of budget plan, 
which approximates obligations. 
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Federal agencies provided R&D data 
earlier to the Office of Management and 
Budget (OMB) for inclusion in "Special 
Analysis K: Research and Develop- 
ment" in The Budget of the United 
States Government, Fiscal Year 1981, 
which was part of the budget document 
presented to the Congress in January 
1980. The administration later reduced 
a number of programs with the goal of 
producing a -budget surplus as a coun- 
terinflationary measure. OMB issued a 
paper, "Research and Development Re- 
visions to the Fiscal Year 1981 Bud- 
get," dated April 17, 1980, summariz- 
ing proposed rescissions in fiscal year 
1980 R&D programs and budget 
amendments to fiscal year 1981 R&D 
programs for leading R&D support 
agencies. The agencies, in reporting to 
the Federal Funds survey for fiscal 
years 1979, 1980, and 1981, incorpo- 
rated these revisions. The R&D data in 
the OMB documents and in the Federal 



Funds survey were based on the san 
definitions and are reconcilable, b" 
the data in the Federal Funds surv€ 
cover smaller R&D support agencii 
not covered by OMB and are classifie 
in greater detail. 



definitions 

The definitions are essentially ui 
changed from prior Federal Funds su 
veys. 

1 . research, development, 
and r&d plant 

This beading includes all direct, ir 
direct, incidental, or related costs rc 
suiting from or necessary to researct 



levelopment, and R&D plant, regard- 
ess of whether the research and devel- 
opment are i>erformed by a Federal 
Lgency (intramurally) or performed by 
>rivate individuals and organizations 
inder grant or contract (extramurally). 
lesearch and development exclude 
outine product testing, quality control, 
napping and surveys, collection of 
general-purpose statistics, experiment 
al production, and the training of sci- 
mtific personnel. 

a. Research is systematic study di- 
rected toward fuller scientific knowl- 
edge or understanding of the subject 
studied. Research is classified as either 
>asic or applied according to the objec- 
ives of the sponsoring agency. 

In basic research the objective of the 
i[)onsoring agency is to gain fuller 
mowledge or understanding of the 
undamental aspects of phenomena and 
)f observable facts without specific ap- 
jlications toward processes or pred- 
icts in mind. 

In applied research the objective of 
he sponsoring agency is to gain 
□aowledge or understanding necessary 
or determining the means by which a 
'ecognized and specific need may be 
net. 

b. Development is systematic use of 
he knowledge or understanding gained 
rom research, directed toward the pro- 
luction of useful materials, devices, 
ystems, or methods, including design 
ind development of prototypes and 
irocesses. It excludes quality control, 
outine product testing, and produc- 
ion. 

c. R&D plant (R&D facilities and 
ixed equipment, such as reactors, wind 
unnels, and radio telescopes) includes 
icquisition of. construction of, major 
epairs to, or alterations in structures, 
vorks, equipment, facilities, or land, 
or use in R&D activities at Federal or 
ion-Federal installations. Excluded 
rom the R&D plant category are ex- 
)endable equipment and office fumi- 
ure and equipment. Obligations for 
oreign R&D plant are limited to Fed- 
eral funds for facilities located abroad 
ind used in support of foreign research 
ind development. 



2. obligations and outlays 

a. Obligations represent the amounts 
for orders placed, contracts awarded, 
services received, and similar transac- 
tions during a given period, regardless 
of when the funds were appropriated 
and when future payment of money is 
required. 

b. Outlays represent the amounts tor 
checks issued and cash payments made 
during a given period, regardless of 
when the funds were appropriated. 

The obligations and outlays reported 
cover all transactions from all funds 
available to an agency from direct ap- 
propriations, trust funds, or special ac- 
count receipts, corporate income, or 
other sources, including funds appro- 
priated by the President, that the agency 
has received or expects to receive. The 
amounts reported for each year reflect 
obligations and outlays for that year re- 
gardless of when the funds were orig- 
inally authorized or received and re- 
gardless of whether they were 
appropriated, received, or identified in 
the agency's budget specifically for re- 
search, development, or R&D nlpnt 

An agency making a transfer of funds 
to another agency includes such trans- 
fers in its report of obligations and out- 
lays. The receiving agency does not re- 
port, for purposes of this survey, funds 
transferred to it from another agency. 
Similarly, a subdivision of an agency 
that transfers funds to another subdi- 
vision within that agency reports such 
obligations or outlays as its own. 

Obligations and outlays for work per- 
formed in foreign countries include 
funds directly available to Federal 
agencies and special foreign currencies 
separately appropriated. The latter cur- 
rencies are derived larj7,ely from provi- 
sions of Public Law 480. 1954. as 
amended. 



3. cost coverage 

Funds reported for research and de- 
velopment reflect full costs. In addition 
to costs of specific R&D projects, the 
applicable overhead costs are also in- 
cluded. The amounts reported include 
the costs of planning and administer- 



ing R&D programs, laboratory over- 
head, pay of military personnel, and 
departmental administration. 



4. fiscal year 

The fiscal year in the Federal Gov- 
ernment accounting period begin.s Oc- 
tober 1 of a given year and ends vSep- 
tember 30 of the following year; thus, 
fiscal year 1979 began on October 1, 
1978 a-r^ '^nded September 30. 1979. 



5. agency 

An agency is an organization of the 
Federal Government whose principal 
executive officer reports to the Presi- 
dent. The only exception is the Library 
of Congress, also included in the sur- 
vey, whose executive officer reports to 
the Congress. The term subdivision re- 
fers to any major organizational unit of 
a reporting agency, such as a bureau, 
division, office, or serv^ice. 



6. performers 

Performers are either intramural or- 
ganizations accomplishing operating 
functions or extramural organizations 
or persons receiving support or provid- 
ing services under a contract or grant. 

a. Intramural performers: Agencies 
of the Federal Government. Their work 
is carried on directly by their own per- 
sonnel. Obligations reported under this 
category are for activities performed 
directly by a reporting agency, or they 
represent funds that the agency trans- 
fers to another Federal agency for per- 
formance of work. The ultimate per- 
former must be a Federal agency. If the 
ultimate performer is not a Federal 
agency, the funds so transferred are re- 
ported by the transferring agency under 
the appropriate extramural performer 
category (industrial firms, universities, 
and colleges, other nonprofit institu- 
tions). Intramural performance in- 
cludes the costs of supplies and equip- 
ment, essentially of an **off-the-shelf'* 
nature, that are procured for use in in- 
tramural research and developoment. 



Also included as part of the intramural 
performance total are the expenses of 
Federal persomiel engaged in planning 
and administering intramural and ex- 
tramuial R&D programs. 

b. Extramural performers: All organ- 
izations outside the Federal sector that 
perform with Federal funds under con- 
tract or grant. Only those costs associ- 
ated with actual extramural R&D per- 
formance are reported, but these would 
include costs of materials and supplies 
to carry out R&D activities. Note that 
costs of ''off-the-shelf" supplies and 
equipment procured from extramural 
suppliers and required to support in- 
tramural research and development 
should be considered as part of the 
costs of intramural performance and 
not as part of the costs of extramural 
performance. Extram ^ ral i>erformers are 
identified as follows: 

i. Industrial firms: Those organi- 
zations that may legally distribute 
net earnings to individuals or to 
other organizations. 

ii. Universities and colleges: Insti- 
tutions engaged primarily in provid- 
ing resident and/or accredited in- 
struction for at least a 2-year program 
above the secondary school level. In- 
cluded are colleges of liberal arts: 
schools of arts and sciences; profes- 
sional schools, as in engineering and 
medicine, including affiliated hos- 
pitals; associated research institutes; 
and agricultural experiment stations. 

iii. Other nonprofit institutions: 

Private organizations other than ed- 
ucational institutions, no part of 
whose net earnings inure to the ben- 
efit of a private stockholder or indi- 
vidual, and other private organiza- 
tions organized for the exclusive 
purpose of turning over their entire 
net earnings to such nonprofit insti- 
tutions. 

iv. Federally funded research and 
development centers (FFROC*s): 
R&D-performing organizations ex- 
clusively or substantially financed by 
the Federal Government that are sup- 
ported by the Federal Govenunent 
either to meet a particular R&D ob- 
jective or, in some instances, to pro- 
vide major facilities at imiversities 
for research and associated training 
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purposes. Each center is adminis- 
tered by one of the above types of ex- 
tramural performer. 
In general, all of the following crite- 
ria are met by an institutional unit be- 
fore it is included in the federally 
funded research and development cen- 
ter category: (1) Its primary activities 
include one or more of the following: 
Basic research, applied research, de- 
velopment, ^or management of research 
and development (specifically ex- 
cluded are organizations engaged pri- 
marily in routme quality control and 
testing, routine service activities, pro- 
duction, mapping and surveys, and in- 
formation dissemination); (2) it is a 
separate operational unit within the 
parent organization or is organized as 
a separately incorporated organization; 
(3) it performs actual research and de- 
velopment or R&D management either 
upon direct request of the Federal Gov- 
ernment or under a broad charter from 
the Federal Government, but in either 
case under the direct monitorship of 
the Federal Government; (4) it receives 
its major financial support (70 percent 
or more) from the Federal Government, 
usually from one agency; (5) .> has. or 
is expected to have, a long-term rela- 
tionship with its sponsoring agency 
(about five years or more), as evidenced 
by specific obligations assumed by it 
and the agency; (6) most or all of its 
facilities are owned or are funded un- 
der contract with the Federal Govern- 
ment; and [7] it has an average annual 
budget (operating and capital equip- 
ment) of at least $500,000. 

V. State and local governments: 

State and local government agencies, 
excluding State and local universi- 
ties and colleges, agricultural exper- 
iment stations, medical schools, and 
affiliated hospitals. (Federal R&D 
fund*: obligated directly to such State 
and local educational institutions are 
included under the universities and 
colleges category in this survey.) Re- 
search and development under the 
State and local govenunent category 
are performed either directly by State 
or local agencies or by other organi- 
zations under grants or contrar* from 
such agencies. Regardless of ue ul- 
timate performer. Federal R&D funds 
directed to State and local govern- 
ments are reported under the State 



and local government category am 
no other. 

vi. Foreign performers: Foreig. 
citizens, organizations, or goverr 
ments, as well as international orgar 
izations. such as NATO, UNESCC 
WHO, performing work abroad f: 
nanced by the Federal Governmen" 
Excluded are payments to U.S. agen 
cies, organizations, or citizens pei 
forming research and developmen 
abroad for the Federal GovemmenI 
the survey does not seek informatioi 
on "offshore" payments. Also ex 
eluded are payments to foreign scL 
entists performing in the Unitec 
States. 

vii. Private 'individuals: Individu 
als receiving a Federal R&D grant o: 
contract award directly: in this cas« 
obligations are reported under "in 
dustrial firms " 

7. fields of science 

The fields of science in this survey 
are divided into eight broad field cat- 
egories, each of them consisting of a 
number of detailed fields. The broad, 
fields are life sciences, psychology, 
physical sciences, environmental sci- 
ences, mathematics and computer sci- 
ences, engineering, social sciences, and 
other sciences not elsewhere classified. 
The following listing presents the fields 
grouped under each of the broad fields, 
together with illustrative disciplines. 

a. Life sciences consist of five de- 
tailed fields: biological (excluding en- 
vironmental), environmental biology, 
agricultural, medical, and life sciences 
not elsewhere classified. The illustra- 
tive disciplines provided below under 
each of these detailed fields are not in- 
tended to be sharp definitions; they 
represent examples of disciplines gen- 
erally classified under a given detailed 
field. A discipline, however, may be 
classified under another detailed field 
when the major emphasis is elsewhere. 
Research in biochemistry could be re- 
ported as biological, agricultural, or 
medical, depending on the orientation 
of the project. Human biochemistry 
would be classified under biological, 
but animal biochemistry or plant bio- 
chemistry would be under agricultural. 
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Examples of disciplines under each ot 
the detailed fields are as follows: 

Biological (excluding environmen- 
tal): anatomy; biochemistry; biology; 
biometry and biostatistics; biophysics; 
botany; cell biology; entomology and 
parasitology; genetics; microbiology; 
nexirascience (biological); nutrition; 
physiology; zoology; other biological, 
n.e.c.* 

Environmental biology: ecosystem 
sciences; evolutionary biology; limnol- 
ogy; physiological ecology; population 
biology; population and biotic com- 
munity ecology; systematics; other en- 
vironmental biology, n.e.c.^ 

Agricultural: agronomy; animal sci- 
ences/ food science and technology; 
fish and wildlife; forestry; horticulture: 
plant sciences; soils and :,oil science; 
phytopathology; phytoproduction; ag- 
riculture, general; other agriculture, 
n-e.c-* 

Medical: internal medicine; neurol- 
ogy; obstetrics and gynecology; oph- 
thalmology; otolaryngology; pediatrics; 
preventive medicine; pathology; phar- 
macology; psychiatry; radiology; sur- 
gery; dentistry; pharmacy; veterinary 
medicine; other medical, n.e.c.^ 

Life sciences, n.e.c. * 

b. Psychology deals with behavior, 
mental processes, and individual and 
group characteristics and abilities. Psy- 
chology is divided into three cate- 
gories: biological aspects, social as- 
pects, and psychological sciences not 
elsewhere classified. Examples of dis- 
ciplines under each of these fields are 
as follows: 

Biological aspects: experimental 
psychology; animal behavior; clinical 
psychology; comparative psychology; 
ethology. 

Social aspects: social psychology; 
educational, personnel, vocational psy- 
chology, and testing; industrial and en- 
gineering psychology; development and 
personality. 

Psychological sciences, n.e.c* 

c. Physical sciences are concerned 
with understanding of the material 
universe and its phenomena. They 
comprise the fields of astronomy, 
chemistry, physics, and physical sci- 




ences not elsewhere classified. Exam- 
ples of disciplines under each of these 
fields are as follows: 

Astronomy: laboratory astrophysics; 
optical astronomy; radio astronomy; 
theor«^tical astrcphysics; X-ray, Gamma- 
ray, neutrino astronomy. 

Chemistry: inorganic; organo-metal- 
lic; organic; physical. 

Physics: acoustics; atomic and mo- 
lecular; condensed matter; elementary 
particle; nuclear .structure; optics; 
plasma. 

Physical sciences, n.e.c' 

d. Environmental sciences (terres- 
trial and extraterrestrial) are concerned 
(with one exception) with the gross 
nonbiological properties of the areas of 
the solar system that directly or indi- 
rectly affect man's survival and wel- 
fare; they comprise the fields of atmos- 
pheric sciences, geological sciences, 
oceanography, and environmental sci- 
ences not elsewhere classified. The one 
exception is that obligations for studies 
pertaining to life in the sea, or other 
bodies of water, are reported as support 
of oceanography and not biology. Ex- 
amples of disciplines under each of 
these fields are as follows: 

Atmospheric sciences: aeronomy; so- 
lar; weather modification; extraterres- 
trial atmospheres: meteorology. 

Geological sciences: engineering 
geop:«ysics; general geology; geodesy 
and gravity; geomagnetism; hydrology: 
inorganic geochemistry; isotopic geo- 
chemistry; organic get chemistry; lab- 
oratory geophysics: paleomagnetism; 
paleontology; physical geography and 
cartography: seismology; soil sciences. 

Oceanogrcphy: biological oceanog- 
raphy; chemical oceanography; physi- 
cal oceanography; marine geophysics. 

Environm < * sciences, n.e.c* 

e. Mathe ^ > and computer sci- 
ences emp V ■ ^ical reasoning with 
the aid of s^x^l j> and are concerned 
with the development of methods of 
operation employing such symbols, and 
in the case of computer sciences, with 
the application of such methods to au- 
tomated information systems. Exam- 
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oles of disciplines under each of these 
fields are as follows: 

Mathematics: algebra; analysis: ap- 
olied mathematics; foundations and 
logic; geometr>'; numerical analysis; 
statistics; topology. 

Computer sciences: programming 
languages; computer and information 
sciences (genera'); design develop- 
ment, and application of computer ca- 
pabilities to data storage and manipu- 
lation; information sciences and 
systems; systems analysis. 

Mathematics and computer sciences, 
n.e.c* 

f. Engiv-iieering is concerned with 
studies directed toward developing en- 
gineering priUv-^iples or toward making 
specific scientific principles usable in 
engineering practice. Engineering is 
divided into eight fields: aeronautical, 
astronautical, chemical, civil, electri- 
cal, mechanical, metallurgy and mate- 
rials, and engineering not elsewhere 
classified. Examples of disciplines un- 
der each of these fields are as follows: 

Aeronautical: aerodynamics. 
Astronautical: aerospace; space tech- 
nology. 

Chemical: petroleum: petroleum re- 
fining; process. 

Civil: architectural; hydrauHc, hy- 
drologic; marine; sanitary and environ- 
mental; structural; transportation. 

Electrical: uommunication; elec- 
tronic; power. 

Mechanical: engineering mechanics. 

Metallui^gy and materials: ceramic; 
mining; textile; welding. 

Engineering, n.e,c* agricultural; in- 
dustrial and management; nuclear; 
ocean engineering systems. 

g. Social sciences are directed to- 
ward an understanding of the behavior 
of social institutions and groups and of 
individuals as members of a group. 
These sciences include anthropology, 
economics, political science, sociology, 
and social sciences not elsewhere 
classified. Examples of disciplines un- 
der each of these fields are as follows: 

Anthropology: archaeology; cultural 
and personality; social and ethnology; 
applied anthropology. 



Economics: econometrics and eco- 
nomic statistics; history of economic 
thought; international economics; in* 
dustriah labor, and agricultural eco- 
nomics; macroeconomics; microecon- 
omics; public finance and fiscal policy; 
theory; economic systems and devel- 
opment. 

Political science: area or regional 
studies; comparatwe govenunent; his- 
tory of political ideas; international re- 
lations and law; national political and 
legal systems; political theory; public 
administration. 

Sociology; comparative and histori- 
cal; complex organizations; culture and 
social structure; c^emography; group 
interactions, socia^ problems and social 
welfare; sociological theory. 

Socio] science, n.e.c* lingui^ics; 
research in education; research in his- 
tory; socioeconomic geography; re- 
search in law, e.g.. attempts to assess 
the impact on society of legal systems 
and practices. 

h. Other sciences not elsewhere 
classified includes multidisciplinary 
and interdisciplinary projects that can- 
not be classified within one of the 
broad fields of science. 

8. geographic distribution of 
1979 r&d obligations 

a. Ten agencies participated in the 
survey covering the geographic distri- 
bution of obligations for research and 
development and R&D plant. These 10 
agencies accounted for 97 percent of 
total Federal R&D and R&D plant obli- 
gations in 1979. The respondents were 
the Departments of Agriculture; Com- 
merce; Defense; Energy; Health and 
Human Services; the Interior: and 
Transportation; the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency; the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration; and the 
National Science Foundation. 

b. Data were requested for the "ac- 
tual" year 1979 in terms of the principal 
location (State or outlying area) where

Where this information was 
not available in their records, the 
respondents were asked to assign the 
obligations to the State, outlying area, 
or office abroad where the U.S. prime 
contractor, granteo, or intramural or- 
ganization was located. 

c. Obligations were reported for re- 
search and development as a combined 
amount. 

d. Specifically omitted from the geo- 
graphic survey were R&D obligations to 
foreign perfr rmers and obligations for 
R&D plant used in support of foreign 
performers. Foreign performer data, by 
country, are reported in another part of 
the FerferaJ Funds survey. 

changes In reporting 

Responses from the agencies in this 
survey, a^ in the previous ones, reflect 
'•evisions of estimates for the latest two 
years of the previous report. Such re- 
vision is part of the budgetary cycle. 
From time to time responses also reflect 
reappraisals and revisions in classifi- 
cation of various aspects of agencies* 
R&D programs. When this occurs, NSF 
requires the agencies to provide revised 
prior-year data to maintain consistency 
and comparability with the most recent 
concept^. 

limitations of the data 

Funds for research and developmerlt 
are reported on a 3-year basis compa- 
rable with the 1981 budget, upon which 
the data are based. The respondents 
have reconciled the data reported here 
with amounts for research and devel- 
opment provided to OMB for the 1G81 
budget and later revised. The amounts 
repoi 'ed for each year, as already stated, 
are the obligations or outlays incurred 
in that year, regardless of when the 
funds wen* authcrizev'^ jr received by 
an agency and regardless of wUeiher or 
not t^Jo funds were identified in the 
agencj's budget specifically for re- 



search, development, and/or R&D pie 
Data submitted by the Federal ag 
cies for 1 979 are considered to be act 
since they represent virtually cc 
pleted transactions. Amounts repjor 
for 1980 and 1981 are estimates in t. 
they are subject to further appropi 
tion. apportionment, or allocation • 
cisions. The effects of those and oth 
later actions on 1980 and 1981 outli 
and obligations will be reflected in I 
next report. 

It should be noted that respondi 
judgment is often necessary in clas 
fying the data. Most agency R&D p: 
grams must be separated by agen 
respondents from other, larger pi 
grams because they are not identifi 
as budget line items. R&D progran 
once identified, must then be furth 
subdivided into the survey categorii 
Basic lesearch, applied research, r 
velopment, performers, and fields 
science. The participating agencii 
however, have over the years devi 
opdd increasing skill and consisten 
in meeting the survey requiremen 
When changes have been made 
ageucy reporting concepts, revisio 
have been incorporated into the histc 
ical data to improve the comparabili 
and consistency of the statistical seric 
Some agencies have not been able 
report the full cost of research and d 
veiopment. For example, the headqua 
ters c^sts of planning and administe 
ing R&D programs of the Department 
Defense (DOD) (estimated at a fractic 
of 1 percent of the DOD R&D total) a: 
not included because this agency 
stated that identification of the amoua 
is impracticable. 

R&D plant data are also to some e: 
tent underreported because of the di 
ficulty encountered by some agencie 
particularly DOD and NASA, in idei 
tifying and reporting these data. Whil 
DOD reports obligations for R&D plar 
under the construction appropriatioi 
DOD is able to identify only a sma. 
portion of the R&D plant support wlthi 
R&D contracts funded from the RDT&: 
appropriation. NASA cannot separatel 
identify those portions of Industrie 
R&D contracts applicable to R&D plar 
but subsumes R&D plant data in th 
R&D data covering industrial perfoi 
mance, although R&D plant data fo 
other performing sectors are reported. 



relation to other 
reports 

1. federal support to 
universities and cx)ileges 

NSF conducts a separate siuvey cov- 
sring Federal support to individual col- 
leges and universities. This survey is 
tMsed on data provided by the Federal 
igendes under the reporting system 
Mtablished by the Committee on Aca- 
lemic Science and Engineering (CASE) 
of the Federal Council for Science and 
Fechnology. The reports resulting firom 
these surveys are entitled FederoJ Sup- 
l>orf to Universities. Collegds, and Se- 
lected Nonprofit Institutions and often 
Kre referred to as the CASE reports. 

Both the CASE and Federoi Funds 
-eports provide data on Federal obli- 
tations for research and development 
ind R&D plant to universities and col* 
eges and to university-administered 
federally funded research and devel- 
opment centers (FFRDC's). The CASE 
:eport, however, is based on obliga- 
ions of Federal agencies to each indi- 
vidual academic institution, while the 
federal Funds report is concerned with 
obligations to universities and colleges 
IS a performer group. The CASE report 
idditionally includes funds for non- 
K&D activities* such as science educa- 
ion and nonscience support, I7urth6:r. 
he CASE survey is based on report:, of 
mly 14 agencies (the Departments of 
\griculture; Commerce: Defense; En- 
jTgy; Health and Human Services; 
[lousing and Urban Development; the 
[nterion Labor; and Transportation; the 
Enviionmental Protection Agency; the 
!4ational Aeronautics and Space 
Aidministration; the National Science 
Fecundation; the Agency for Interna- 
tional Development; and the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission) while the 
federal Funds survey is composed of 
3bligations of all agencies. The 14 
respondents to CASE, however, ac- 
count for more than 99 percent of total 
Federal R&D support to universities 
md colleges and all obligations to imi- 
rarsity-administered FFRDC*s. 

The different reporting procediires 
[lave led to the reporting of different 



totals to the CASE and Federal Funds 
surveys, as follows: 

a. The obligations for research and 
developoment to universities and col- 
leges reported for Federal Funds in 
1979 amounted to $3,888 million, or 
$72 million rnoi-e than the amount re- 
ported for CASE. Most of this differ- 
ence can be attributed to variations in 
the amounts reported by the National 
Institutes of Health (NIH). The Federal 
Funds R&D total for NIH included funds 
for General Research Support grants, 
whereas for the CASE survey these 
were placed under the category of 
'•general support for science.** which is 
a non-R&D area under the CASE defi- 
nition. Other, smaller differences were 
found in the amounts reported by NSF. 
the Department of Agriculture, and the 
Department of the Interior. 

11. The R&D obligation total for uni- 
versity-administered FFRDC's. as re- 
ported to Federal Funds, was $1,511 
million in 1979. or $87 million less 
than reported for CASE. For Federal 
Funds $120 million subcontracted by 
the NASA university-administered Jet 
Propulsion Laboratory was included in 
ultimate-performer categories, while for 
CASE the subcontracted amount was 
included in the R&D obligations to 
FFRDC's administered by universities. 

c. Total R&D plant obligations to 
uriiversities and colleges reported to 
the Federal Funds survey were $42 
million in 1979. or $10 million more 
than the amount reported to the CASE 
survey. 

d. Total R&D plant obligations to 
university-administered FFRDC's. as 
reported to Federal Funds, were $414 
million in 1979. or $83 million more 
than reported to CASE. 

The following factors should also be 
considered in comparing the data ap- 
pearing in the two reports: 

For Federal Funds each agency in- 
cludes as part of its obligations the 
amoimts transferred to other agencies 
for R&D activities. A receiving agency 
does not report funds transferred firom 
another agency. In the CASE survey, by 
contrast, the data are reported by the 



agency that makes the final distribu- 
tion of the funds to a given institution. 
Thus, for the CASE survey, agencies in- 
clude funds received from other agen- 
cies and exclude funds transferred to 
other agencies, the reverse of the Fed- 
eral Funds process. While such trans- 
fers should balance each other out with 
no resulting changes in total R&D ob- 
ligations, these reverse reporting prac- 
tices add to the possibility of differ- 
ences between the two reports. 

The CASE responses are in many 
cases prepared by different operating 
units within each agency from those 
that prepare the Federal Funds re- 
sponses. The CASE data are also col- 
lected several months earlier than the 
Federal Fund data. In theory, although 
these conditions should not add to re- 
porting differences, in practice differ- 
ences can arise. 



2. special analyses, budget 
of the united states 

In a section of Special Analyses. 
Budget of the United States Govern- 
ment. OMB publishes estimates of ob- 
ligations and outlays for research, de- 
velopment, and R&D plant. These data, 
as shown in **Special Analysis K: Re- 
search and Development" in the 1981 
budget, do not provide as much detail 
on character of work and performers as 
Federal Funds data, and they do not 
include information on fields of sci- 
ence or geographic distribution. 

**Special Analysis K** and Federal 
Funds utilize the same definitions for 
research and development and for R&D 
plant. The estimates for research and 
development published in the two re- 
ports are comparable, even though mi- 
nor differences exist. The comparison 
between the two reports is as follows:

3. federal r&d funding by 
budget function: fiscal 
years 1979-81 

NSF published a special report under 
the above title, providing an analysis of 
Federal R4tD programs by budget func- 
tion categories. Federal Funds, Voiume 
XXDC. by contrast, reports on RScD 
funding by agencies rather than func- 
tional categories. The Federal Funds 
report provides obligational data rather 



than budget authority data, which 
formed the basis for the function report. 
The R&D budget authority data for 
1979-81 in the function report were 
based on information provided to 0MB 
by the agencies as background for 
"Special Analysis K" in the 1981 bud- 
get plus revised data, submitted later, 
embodying budget changes. Further 
program information was ba^scii on 
budget and budget amendment justifi- 
cation documents of the leading R&D 
support agencies and information pro- 



vided directly to NSF by some of the 
smaller agencies. 

4, other reports 

a. Agencies may classify their R&D 
programs for purposes other than those 
for which the Federal Funds survey is 
conducted. Definitions and guidelines 
that are suitable to these other purposes 
may result in information that is not 
comparable with the data transmitted 
to NSF for Federal Funds.
